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Jesus at a Wedding 


Jesus’ home was located in 
Wazareth. About five miles away 
was a little town called Cana. One 
day there was a wedding in Cana 
to which Jesus, His mother and 
the disciples were invited. We 
don’t know who the bride and 
groom were, but they were prob- 
ably relatives or friends of Jesus. 

In those days it was a custom 
to have a great feast as part of 


the wedding. This feast sometimes 
lasted a week or even two weeks. 
Folks would gather from all 
around to celebrate with the 


couple being married. ‘ 
While Jesus and the disciples 
were at this feast, His mother 
came to Him and said, “Jesus, the 
grapejuice is all gone. Someone 
made a mistake and didn’t get 
enough for the feast. Can’t you 
help out?” 
3ut Jesus said to her, “Woman, 
what have I to do with thee? mine 
hour is not yet come,” (John 2: 
4). I believe Jesus wasn’t being 
disrespectful to His mother ‘for 
we read in Luke 2:51 that Jesus 
was subject to, or obeyed, His 
mother and Joseph. He set a good 
example for all of us about mind- 
ing our parents. But I believe 
Jesus was just reminding His 
‘mother that His orders regarding 
His life and His miracles must 
come from His Father. + 
But Mary knew that Jesus was 
the Son of God and could work 
a miracle if necessary to provide 
grapejuice for the feast. So she 
told the servants, “Whatsoever he 
sayeth unto you, do it.” 2 
As Jesus looked around He saw 
Six large stone waterpots which 
each held about 20 or 25 gallons 
of water. Jesus told the servants 
to fill the six waterpots with 
water. ¥. - 
Can't you just imagine these 
servants going to the well, letting 
down a bucket into the well and 
then carrying the water over and 
pouring it into the waterpot. The 
did this time after time until th 
eix stone pots were full up-to the 
very brim. zt. 
When I was a boy it was my 
job to fill up the wood box each 
evening after school. We cooked. 
with a woodstove which burned 
sticks of wood about sixteen inches: 
long. Many times instead of really, 
filling the woodbox all the way 
up to the top, I would try to bring: 
in only as much as I could “get 


| 


by” with. But these servants 
weren't that way. They filled the 
waterpots all the way up to the 
brim. 

Then Jesus told one of the ser- 
vants to get a helping of the water 
out of one of the pots and take 
it to the person in charge of the 
wedding feast. As the servants 
dipped into the water, lo and be- 
hold, it wasn’t water at all, for 
it had turned to grapejuice! When 
the man tasted it, he smacked 
his lips and said it was better than 
the grapejuice they had been serv- 
ing before. So they used this 
grapejuice that Jesus had made 
from water and served the people. 

Isn’t this an interesting story 
about Jesus’ first public miracle? 
He didn’t do it just to provide 
grapejuice for the wedding feast 
but so His disciples could see that 
He was truly the Son of God. The 
Scripture in John 4:11 says that 
they believed on Him because of 
the miracle. 

This miracle is a thrilling one, 
but Jesus wants to do an even 
more important miracle for you 
if you will let Him. If you are 
not saved, He Wants to-come into 
your heart and by a miracle take 
all your sins away. You know that 
many times you do things that 
are wrong. Maybe it is lying to 
your mother and daddy about 
something or taking something 
that doesn’t belong to you. The 
Bible says that we do these things 
because we are all sinners and 
naturally do things that are 
wrong. 

But Jesus wants to forgive you 
for all these things and give you 
a new heart. You see He died for 
our sins in order that God could 
forgive us and. help us to live 
right. John 3:36 tells us, “He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life.” That means that if 
you believe that Jesus died for your 
Sins. and. took your punishment 
for deing wrong and depend upon 
Him to save you, you will be for- 
given and have everlasting. life.

Actually it is 3x6 
inches. It uses the familiar pic- 
ture which we have used on mil- 
lions of copies in the English edi- 
tion and in many countries. 
Here is the letter from our mis- 
sionary friend who translated and 
published the pamphlet in Africa: 
Malumfashi via Funtua, 
N. Nigeria 
sept. 8, 1953 

Dear Dr. Rice: 

At long last the booklets have 
been. printed! I am enclosing a 
sample copy for you as you reques- 
ted. This is in the Hausa language, 
spoken by millions through West 
Africa and as far away as Egypt, 
Tunisia, and even Mecca! I have 
gotten 5,000 copies printed as only 
thousands can read as yet, though 
millions can speak it, as I said. 
This is costing me in the region of 
$150 which I am going to be re- 
sponsible for myself unless. some 
one wants to help! I consider that 
this fine message of yours is worth 
any effort on the part of any one 
and should be made available to 
the Africans ‘as well. as to the 
Asians and the Europeans. How I 
rejoice as I read in THE Sworp or 
THE Lorp of the millions of copies 
printed for Japan and India, etc. 
That same thing should be possible 
in Africa later as more and more 
people are becoming literate and 
languages are becoming fewer and 
thus more important. 

I have worked two years on this 
project but have had many diffi- 
culties to work out with both lan- 
guage and printers. I was waiting 
until the new translation or ver- 
sion of the Hausa Bible came out, 
but as there seems to be a long 
delay, I decided to go ahead and 
use the present translation for the 
many verses quoted. I assure you 
it is in good; understandable Hau- 
sa,

And my 
speech and my preaching was not 
with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power: That your 
faith should not stand in the wis- 
dom of men, but in the power of 
God” (I Cor. 2:3-5). 

We come now to consider the 
power of God and its relation to 
our lives and our times. 


I. The Need for Power 


Everyone will agree that we 
need the power of God in this. day. 
Everyone will agree that demon- 
strations of divine power are 
sorely lacking. This we know is 
not the fault of God, but is the 
fault of man. 

We see the powerlessness of 
Christians in daily living. The 
average Christian seems powerless 
to live victoriously. Professing 
Christians do as much fretting 
and worrying as those who make 
no profession at all. Homes and 
hospitals are filled with whining, 
complaining, defeated Christians. 

In the realm of witnessing, 
powerlessness is just as evident. 
God is unable to use the average 
Christian because he refuses to 
pay the price for power. Hence 
his witnessing is without effect. 
Yes, it is even ridiculed in many 
instances. The lost world is keen- 
ly sensitive to the powerlessness 
of Christians. 

Consequently homes are divided 
and the years roll on without any 
changes taking place. Souls are 
lost and perishing for want of a 
witness that tells. 


Think of the powerlessness of 
churches to touch cities and com- 
munities; the powerlessness of 
churches to move and shake the 
forces of unrighteousness; the 
powerlessness of churches to claim 
respect from a lost world. 


When Paul moved about, one of 
two things happened. Wherever 
he stopped, there was either a re- 
vival or a riot. The apostle was 
not ignored. He was charged and 
surcharged with the power of 
God so that things happened 
wherever he stopped. 
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that they quite often are ignored 
by the city. Civic affairs are ar- 


with the churches. Prayer meet- 
ings are ignored. Even Sunday 
services are forgotten. 


I do not say that people must 
like all of our churches, but they 
should have respect for them. I 
am not asking that the entire city 
of Chattanooga like the Highland 
Park Baptist Church, but because 
of the power of this place, they 
should have respect for the work 
which we are doing. They should 
have respect for the standards 
which we hold, and for the zeal 
which we manifest. 


Think, too, of the powerlessness | 
of church organizations and plans. | 
How often we are guilty of wor- 
shipping the machinery made by 
men’s hands and set up by men’s 
minds instead of looking for the | 
power of God. 


I was interested in a simple) 
little story told of an arid region | 
in South Africa. The missionaries 
received from the homeland a gas- 
oline engine with which to pump | 
water for irrigation. Among the | 
many gods worshipped by the 
natives, there was one favorite | 
deity who was supposed to preside | 
over the sending of moisture. 
After the new equipment had been | 
tried out and was working suc- 
cessfully, the missionaries were | 
greatly surprised one day to find 
about a hundred natives bowed 
down upon their faces, worship- 
ping the gasoline engine.

What mighty power could be | 
sent forth for God and for good | 
through our churches! It is im- 
possible to estimate the latent 
power in our churches. The power 
of steam engines, electricity, and 
A-bombs is nothing as compared 
to the power which is hidden and 
sleeping in the churches. 

Let us confess in our individual 
lives our need for power. Let us 
face with frankness and honesty 
our failures, both in living and 
witnessing. 


II. The Reason for

First, powerlessness comes from 
the failure to seek the face of God. 
In our lives we plan and proceed 
without waiting for the Lord. The 
same is true in most churches. 
Programs are launched without 
sufficient prayer. The Holy Spirit 
and His leadership are not sought. 
We profess to know God and to 
believe in Him, but we fail to seek 
Him daily. 

Second, powerlessness comes be- 
cause of broken contact with God. 
Sin breaks fellowship, broken fel- 
lowship means no power. Incon- 
sistent worldly living accounts for 
the powerlessness of many. Power 
will not return until correction is 
made. 

Suppose that I went out to my 
car, stepped on the starter, but 
received no response. By simple 
investigation I discovered that the 
battery cable was broken. It would 
do me no good to polish the head- 
lights, clean the spark plugs, or 
to change the oil. If my car is 
going to run, the battery cable 
must be replaced. There must be 
contact with the power. 

In The Prairie Overcomer the 
following appeared. A newspaper 
reporter in Germany asked General 
Von Rundstedt why Germany lost 
the war. The great general listed 
four causes. We Christians lose 
our war through these same four 
failures: 


1. Broken communications. What 
about replacements, men to fill 
the gaps, money to send them? 


2. Lack of air power. Must 
God’s men advance without the 
barrage of prayer power? 

3. Lack of oil. The great Com- 
mander-in-chief said, “Ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me.” Of 
the first missionaries, we read, 
“They being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost.” 

4, Failure at the source of 
supply. Failure indeed, but not 
with God, for the cattle upon a 
thousand hills are His. But man

Pompey boasted that with one 
stamp of his foot he could rouse 
all Italy to arms. But God, by 
cone word of His mouth, can sum- 
mon the inhabitants of Heaven, 
earth, and the undiscovered world 
to His aid, or bring new creatures 
into being to do His will. 


Now, let us think upon this 
glorious truth: God gives power 
to men. 

He gives power to men to 


glorify His name, His power will 
never be given if it is to be used 
in defiling His holy name. 

He gives power to men! He 
gives power to live victoriously. 
What is the victorious life? It is 
to go forward with Christ in spite 
of all opposition of the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil. It is to grow 
in grace and knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

Truly victorious Christians are 
hard to find. Some of you have al- 


ready felt that it is impossible 
to be victorious. If so, listen to 
these words of Jesus: “And he 


said, The things which are im- 


possible with men are _ possible 
with God.” We must learn the 
lesson, that by ourselves we can 
accomplish nothing, but with 


God all things are possible. On 
the human side, there is only 
feebleness. From the divine side, 
there is omnipotence. 

Your daily life is to be a series 
of impossibilities» made possible 
by God’s Almighty power. 

Also, God gives power to men 
to serve and witness. He has de- 
creed that the message should go 
out. It must go out through His 
power and not ours. The Apostle 
Peter made it very clear after 
the healing of the lame man that 
it was not by his power that the, 
man was made to walk. We need 
to make it very clear to this 
world that the winning of souls, 
the transforming of lives is not 
the work of man, but the work of 
God. 

The early disciples had power 
to witness. They laid their all up- 
on the altar. They were filled 
with the Holy Spirit. “And with 
great power gave the apostles 
witness of the resurrection of the 
Lord Jesus, and great grace was 
upon them all.” 

The Christian needs to be 
mighty careful in this matter of 
desiring the power of God. Simon 
the sorcerer saw the mighty work 
of Peter and said, “Give me also 
this power, that on whomsoever 
I lay hands, he may receive the 
Holy Ghost.” God’s power is for 
God’s work. It is not for your 
personal satisfaction or pleasure. 

Let it also be remembered that 
the power of God given to you by 
the Holy Spirit does not mean 
popularity or freedom from suf- 
fering. You have only to turn to 
Acts 6 and 7 and find the story 
of Stephen to realize that this is 
true. “And Stephen, full of faith 
and power, did great wonders and 
miracles among the people.” In 
spite of his power, he became the 
first martyr. 


with God. This contact can be 
made and maintained in five ways. 
First, by the reading of the Bible. 
Second, by prayer. Third, by wor- 
ship, Fourth, by meditation. Fifth, 
by faithful service. 

Fourth, if there is to be spirit- 
ual power, there must not only 
be contact with God, but daily 
contact, unbroken by sin.

To 
be a Christian is what God wants 
you to be. And when you are what 
God wants you to be, you are the 
best on earth. Why it is that a 
man or woman will refuse to be 
what God wants him or her to 
be? 

“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” You may escape the law, 
but you cannot escape the con- 
sequences of sin. You may escape 
the law of man, but you cannot 
escape the law of God. There is 
no place where any man or woman 
can hide from God. 

Sin is the one thing, the only 
thing in this universe which can 
permanently damage a man, or 
eternally damn him. Disappoint- 
ment may worry him, and grief 
may sadden him; adversity may 
bring hardships and hunger into 
his life. It may bring squalor and 
want. But sin is the one thing in 
this universe that can permantly 
mark your character with a mark 
that will last. Be sure that sin 
finds you out in the execution of 
human laws. 


Sin May Find You Out 
Through Human Law 


The execution of all laws de- 
pends upon human agents. If the 
mere enactment of a law was 
all that was necessary for its en- 
forcement and respect, then we 
would have no police, no sheriffs, 
‘ho penitentiaries. No law is auto- 
matic. Every. law depends upon 
men to make that law alive or 
dead. 

Law is the majority rule. Law 
is the basic principle of our 
government. All men are equal 
before the law, All men are given 
equal protection by the law. All 


. Men Owe equal obedience and re- 


spect to the law. If one man has 
a right to break some laws, then 
all men have a right to break all 
laws. When all men and all women 
break all laws, the white and the 
blue in the flag will dissolve into 
the red, and old Glory will be 
pulled down from her flag staff, 
and the blood-red flag of anarchy 
will wave over the country. Law 
is the basic principle of govern- 
ment, no matter where. So you 
owe what you are to the law and 
to the enforcement of it. 

So God has a law in this world. 
Sin finds us out through the exe- 
cution of law. 


While some have an interna- 
tional reputation for being thief- 
catchers, there are other people 
who have equal reputation for 
being thieves, and ability to elude 
and escape. One may successfully 
elude the law for days, weeks, 
months, and possibly for years; 
yet all that time, my friends, an 
invisible something is weaving a 
net which sooner or later will 
bring that man to justice. Go 
down and ask the police how few 
people ultimately escape. You 
would be dumbfounded if you 
knew all the crime that is com- 
mitted where ultimately something 
happens that brings most of the 
criminals to justice. Mighty few 
of them, ultimately, escape. 


Up in the woods in Minnesota, 
when the spring sun melted the 
snow, they found the body of a 
man lying under a heap of brush.

here at the police station.” 

There he confessed that he had 
murdered that man away back in 
November and had hidden his body 
up there. He said it was in self 
defense, but they convicted him 
anyway.

Physical Retribution: Sin 
Finds You Out in 
Your Body 

And your sins will find you out 
in your own bodies. 

There is not a man who doesn’t 
pay. Many a man will not pay at 
human courts but he will pay at 
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‘mediately suffer 


the court which he cannot bribe 
or brow-beat—the court of physi- 
cal retribution for your trans- 
gressions and your moral offenses. 
Certain disease follows certain 
sins. 


If a man has a certain disease 
we all know that he had to com- 
mit a certain sin or he wouldn’t 
have had that disease, for the only 
way it comes to anybody is 
through sin. Although people may 
not see you commit the sin, they 
know you did it or you wouldn't 
have had that disease. 

So there it finds you out and 
publicly stamps you as_ having 
committed that sin, although no 
eye perhaps might have seen you 
do that. There is an intimate con- 
nection between morality and 
health. A moral life is conducive 
to health; an immoral life is con- 
ducive to disease. A moral life 
lengthens your life; an immoral 
life shortens it. ‘““The wicked shall 
not live out half their days.” 


Men and women, if you looked at 
it purely from the standpoint of 
living in this world and being 
happy, you ought to be a Christian 
and serve Jesus Christ. If there 
were no incentive or reward for 
you to .be a Christian in the 
world to come, if only God Al- 
mighty will do for you in the 
matter of character, in the matter 
of respectability, and the matter 
of health here on the face of this 
old earth, you ought to stand for 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, morality 
means right relationship, always 
to God’s will, recognized in human 
beings. 

I recognize that when I act in 
harmony with God’s will, I am 
a better man than if I act con- 
trary to God’s will. I am more 
respectable and live longer, and 
I am a better man. 

Morals are the basis of ali law. 
Morals are derived from God. 
Morals came from Heaven, not 
from Hell. Morals came from God, 
not from infidelity. So, morals, 
my friends, are the basis of all 
law, and morals are derived only 
from God. 


All sins have physical conse- 
quences. Oh, when some men or 
women commit some sins, suffer- 
ings may not be immediate. You 
may commit a sin and not im- 
for that _ sin. 
There are other sins which you 
commit that you will have to suf- 
fer for immediately. You may wait 
for weeks, or months, or possibly 
years before the suffering will 
come to you physically for having 
violated a moral law and trampled 
God’s law beneath your feet. 

Searcely a day goes by that 
somebody doesn’t come to me 
suffering the physical torments of 
Hell because of the result of his 
own sin, and tell me with the 
tears streaming down his cheeks. 
When you see others suffering 
the terrible consequences of their 
transgression of God’s law, why, in 
God’s name, will you go on com- 


'mitting the same sin that you 


know they committed to bring the 
suffering that they are having 
now? 

If the man or woman living in 
that suffering because of sins 
should ask you, “How much shall 
I give you to take away my suf- 
fering and my disease that I have 
brought on myself because of the 
transgression?” you haven’t got 
enough money to do that, you 
couldn't do it; yet you will go 
ahead and commit the same sin 
that you know brought that 
suffering to them, knowing it 
will bring to you just what it 
brought to them. You will go right 
ahead and do the very same thing, 
notwithstanding all the preacher 
can say or all anybody can do to 
warn you. People will see a man 
steal and know it will land him in 
prison, yet they will go right out 
and steal. A man can see another 
man staggering down the street; 
yet he will go and do the same 
thing that ruined the drunkard. 
It will make him a drunkard too. 
When a man has delirium tre- 
mens, he knows what brought it 
to him, yet he will again go and 
do the same thing that brought 
it to him. 

Why do so many people have 
broken bodies and shattered in- 
tellects?. Their sins have found 
them out. Your sins find you out 
in your individual body; they find 


you out in delirium tremens which 


goes with alcoholism; they find 
you out in locomotar ataxia; they 
find you out in paralysis of the 
young. Although you yourself 
might not have sinned, somebody 
sinned, and the germs of his sin 
are in it and they strike your 
child down. 


So you have got to suffer, not 
because of your sin, but because 
somebody else sinned, because 
somebody was a cuss; because 
somebody didn’t live right. 

Therefore, you have a grave out 
there with your baby in it because 
some other devil wouldn't be 
decent. So, you have got to carry 
your baby out in the graveyard 
and bury him just to pay for the 
transgression of some other God- 
forsaken reprobate. Oh, it makes 
me hot! You see, you can’t con- 
fine it to yourself. That wouldn’t 
be so bad if you could, but you 
can’t. Somebody else has to suffer 
for it. Sin will find you out in 
the disease of the spinal cord, 
disease of the brain, diseases of 
the kidney, diseases of the heart, 
diseases of the nervous system. 

Oh, if we could eleminate all 
diseases caused by our. own vol- 
untary acts! A large part of in- 
sanity is preventable. A _ large 
part of blindness is preventable. 
A large part of the _ insanity, » 
tuberculosis, and blindness come 
as a result of voluntary sins— 
sins that you voluntarily commit. 
Although you may be blind and 
have committed nothing to make 
you blind, somebody else did. 

So, most all of this is prevent- 
able. If men and women would 
only get on their knees, confess 
their sins and quit living in sin, 
you would be dumbfounded to see 
how little disease would remain 
in the world. 

Of course, disease may be 
hereditary. Disease may be the 
result of accident. Disease may 
come through misfortune. I admit 
all that. Take all the hereditary 
diseases that come—that are 
transmitted on down from genera- 
tions. I will take all that. I will 
put them here. I will take all the 
diseases that come from accident. 
Many times a cancer will start™ 
from accident. You will bruise: the 
tissues. A cancer is not hereditary, 
You can’t transmit that down. 
You can transmit other things, 
but you can’t a cancer. It will 
come by affliction. 

All right, after I have admitted 
all that, I repeat my statement: if 
men and women would only quit 
sinning, there would be very little 
disease in the world. If we want 
to have our nation damned with 
disease, let us go ahead and live 
as we have been. No! Why can’t 
we get people to see that sin is 
their enemy and that I am preach- 
ing for your good? I am your 
friend, trying to warn you of 
the very thing that threatens to 
curse, blight, and drag you down. 

Now take anger: When you get 
mad, your blood is distorted. It 
affects your stomach. That in 
turn affects your appetite. That 
in turn affects the food that you 
have eaten so that it doesn’t as- 
Similate to your body. It affects 
your brain and nerve; and in many 
cases anger causes death by para- 
lytic stroke. 

Professor Gates crystallized 
forty health-giving ingredients 
made from the human body while 
the mind of the man or woman 
was in a state of contentment and 
peace.

Someone 
may throw some filth into an 
alley. A fly may light upon the 
filth, fly away into your home 
and light on the butter, or drop 
into the milk. He will leave a 
germ there that will put your 
baby in the grave. It comes from 
filth.

You can’t wrong 
a man in his wages and not suffer 
more in. reputation for having 
done it, than he will suffer in the 
amount of money that you keep 
from him, that justly belonged to 
him. You are worse off for it than 
the man. You can’t wrong a man 
regarding his wife without a death- 
dealing canker striking you down. 
You can’t read an impure book, you 
can’t listen to an impure story 
that you don’t suffer for it. 

You can’t with impunity visit a 
place where the vile and the lewd 
are pictured to appeal to your 
passions and make their subtle 
appeal to the lower, baser nature 
in you. Oh, it will breed a moral 
distemper in your own nature. 

Out in a western city lived a 
friend. He was what we called a 
high-flyer. He spent his money on 
fast horses, and wine, and women, 
and he went down the line. The 
poor people dumped their money 
in his bank by the millions. 

One day they found out that he 
had gutted the bank and there 
was nothing there but a shell. 
They began to search and they 
looked everywhere. They tracked 
him across the Atlantic ocean; 
they tracked him into Africa, into 
Algiers, to Morocco where he had 
hired or purchased camels. He 
had laden them with provisions 
and with utensils for a home. He 
was getting ready to make a 
journey of two hundred miles out 
in the desert to an oasis, there to 
bury himself and live .upon his 
ill-gotten gains.

They were in deep anguish. He 
could hardly work because he was 
so distressed. They went around 


with a subscription to get money. 
I gave some and announced to 
help them. They had receptions 
and took up collections. 

They were poor, hard-working, 
but honest, and noble. They kept 
the basket hanging out under the 
porch in which she kept the butter 
and bacon. He had to go to work 
at seven o'clock, so she went out 
one morning early to take down 
the basket to cut off a piece of 
bacon. And in this was the 
chamois skin bag, and attached to 
it was a note which said: “I re- 
turn you all your money. I haven't 
taken one cent. I have been down 
to the tabernacle to hear that man 
Sunday.

the world if I could just enter 
them. I have made many mis- 
takes as an evangelist. I started | 
out knowing so little, and I still 
do not know all that is to be 
known, but I can say this sin- 
cerely: Never once in my life 
have I knowingly compromised 
my evangelistic calling or failed 
to give the type of evangelistic 
emphasis I believe that God 
wanted me to give. Let me re- 
peat: I have made mistakes. I 
have stumbled and blundered, 
but whenever the issue had to 
be met, I have always stood 
true according to the best light 
I had and faced the responsibil- 
ities of my calling just as I 
thought God wanted me to do 
it. I have never appeased and 
trimmed and compromised. I 
have had to come up against 
ecclesiastical machinery and 
the jealousies and prejudices of 
leaders who have done every- 
thing they could to get me to 
soften up and compromise and 
“cut corners.” 

I would say to all Christians, 
especially young Christians, if 
you are called to a job, seek the 
best advice and help you can 
get; but when you are con- 
vinced that you should take a 
certain stand and do a certain 
thing that in your heart you 
feel certain God has called you 
to do, then don’t turn back. Do 
your duty. If you have that 
kind of honest heart and will 
stay humble and do make some 
little mistake, God will over- 
rule the mistake. It is a sin to 
make a mistake you don’t have 
to make, but compromising and 
doing wrong in order to get a 
position or have standing in 
your profession, your organiza- 
tion, or your church is not a 
mistake. Jt is a sin. 

I am as certain that God 
called me to found Bob Jones 
University as I am certain He 
called me to preach and called 
me to be an evangelist. I knew 
almost nothing about technical 
education when I founded Bob 
Jones University, and I know 
very little about it now, but I 
knew there ought to be a school 
somewhere that would give a 
certain type of emphasis that 
was not being given; so I de- 
cided to found that kind of 
school and borrow the neces- 
sary technical educational 
brain. I remember the moment 
I made up my mind that there 
would be an institution like Bob 
Jones University and that I 
would found that school. We 
have made mistakes in the car- 


maybe the one you discharge 
has some influence that will 
take some friends away from 
the school and even might keep 
people from giving money to 
the school.” We have said to 
these friends, as well as to the 
devil when he has talked to us, 
“There is only one thing to do 
about anything, and that is the 
right thing. We are going to do 
right and leave the consequen- 
ces with God.”

Once in a while, 
you need a cesspool into which 
to drain off certain elements 
of discontent and spiritual dead- 
ness that always sooner or later 
seep into sound, evangelistic, 
evangelical, orthodox institu- 
tions. A back door to get rid of 
somebody in a church or a 
Christian school who has slip- 
ped into the organization who 
ought not to remain there is 
just as essential to the Cause 
as it is to have a front door for 
Sinners to come in and get 
saved and Christians to come in 
and get blessed. It is not a sign 
that God is not with an indi- 
vidual or an institution because 
the individual or institution has 
trouble. It is often a sign that 
God is with them. As long as a 
church or any kind of Christian 
institution is virile enough to 
discharge folks that ought to 
be discharged and to refuse to 
keep anybody that ought not 
to be kept connected with the 
organization, the institution has 
enough spiritual vigor to keep 
going for God. 

This is being .dictated one 
week after the opening of the 
school year 1953-54. We have 
had the most wonderful begin- 
ning we have ever had. There 
is a spirit of sweet Christian 
fellowship. The students are en- 
thusiastic and loyal. Everything 
indicates that this will be the 
greatest year we have ever 
known. We are asking our 
Christian friends to pray for 


'_Almighty God into existence. 
You can depend on us folks here 
‘at Bob Jones University, and 
you can trust the Executive 
Committee and the Board of 
Trustees. This school is going to 
be kept right, and we are not 
going to take anybody’s money 
under false pretenses. So when 
you send money here, it will be 
used for the purpose for which 
you send it.
